AN ENGLISH ESTIMATE OF MAN O' WAR ONE OF ENGLAND’S COVETED RACES 

His Ancestral Mate Was Not Successful in England, Famous Horses Which Contended for the Champion 
Although Quite So in This Country. Stakes at Newmarket. 



West Australian will always be famous as the I 
first rarer to secure the Triple Crown- the Two J 
Thousand Guineas. Derby, and St. Lcger which In* > 
accomplished in 1853 for bis breeder. Mr. Bowes, 
and lie was also undoubtedly a good horse, lie was. 
however, not a stud success, and probably the best 
racer descended from him is the now Amerieau 
three-year-old Man o' War. Bred by Major August 
ltelmonl. at the Nursery Stud, the s,,u of Fair 
Play was sold as a yearling to Mr. Kiddle at Sara- 
toga for s5.<Min and in August last l his gentleman 
refused twenty times that amount from Mr. Mon- 
fort Jones. There appears little doubt that Man 
o’ War. whieh rail ten times, is the best two-year- 
old seen in the States sineo iiever-lieaien Colin 
was carrying all before him in 1907. and he is also 
a wonderfully game one. as he showed when failing 
by a half length to concede fifteen pounds to Upset 
in the Sanford Memorial at Saratoga, as the eolt 
was terribly hampered, otherwise he would have won 
easily. The nine races whieh Mail o’ War won 
included lie- Futurity Stakes, and lie earned in all 
888.250 for bis owner. So far a< our St ml Book 
is eoiu-orned. however. Mall o' War is not eligible. 
Iweansc of S|iendtlirift’s pedigree in the female 
line, although this used to be accepted, as instanced 
by King's Courier, n grandson of Spendthrift. I 
well remember seeing the last-named handsome 
chestnut horse, whose feet were hail and shelly, 
carrying Mr. Keene's colors in tin* Cambridge shire 
of 1 880 . Then only four years, lie was burdened 
with 124 pounds, owing to the good form he had 
shown in America, bm in spite of Imving tlie serv 
ices of Fred Archer, the horse started at ltltl to 1. 
and finished last. 

This was the only time Spendthrift ran here, hut 
he did well at the stlld ill his native land ere 
dying in the Octolier of 1 SUM*, the same month 
twenty-one years previously that his sire Australian 
had died. The latter, a chest nut son of West 
Australian, was foaled in 1858, and being bought by 
A. Keene Richards as a foal, in* was sent to Ken- 
tucky with his diini. There was a brother H> him in 
England at the time. al-> named Australian, lie 
being i bay colt, foaled in 1837. Hull wa- sent to 
Sydney. N. S. W.. ill 1890. Both were bred by- 
Mr. \V. E. Dunioinbe, and sons of Emilia. Man 
o' War is a chestnut, like Ids father. Fair Play, 
which is by Hastings la brown sun of S|s 4 iidtbrift l . 
dam the 'chestnut Fairy Gold by that glorious 
chestnut Bend Or. Man o' War's dam. tlie hay 
Mnhuhnh. now ten years old, is by llio brown 
Rock Sand Merry Token, a bay daughter of tlie 
hay Derby winner Merry Hampton. Further back 
maternally the colt traces to an always unnamed 
ma re by Underhand Tlie Slayer's Daughter, by 
Cain, which, bred by All*. Manficid. and fouled in 
181,3. never ran. and her a n rest ry is not attractive: 
but she produced uiiiciccii foals before dying in 
188'. including a good many winners, among which 
were Fahiola. Monsieur dc Paris. 1 iiirkleliy and 
Tippler. It would i>e interesting to know how the 
American crack would compare in merit with our 
champion. Tetratema. whose speed, however, is. in 
the opinion of his trainer, not so phenomenal as 
that of his sire.

Ini: had been removed to Mr. Moulds 
worth’s paddocks at Newmarket some time before 
lie became paralyzed, and was in consequence shot 
on Thursday, March 31. 1898. Ilis progeny included 
the moderate Derby winner Sainfoin; llriar-root, 
which riukily beat Seabreeze for the One Thousand 
Guineas of lsss; Speedwell, a good but unsound 
horse that won the Middle Park Plate; Watercress;

Horses are lovable animals. They are affec- 
tionate and intelligent. They are second only 
to dogs in their great friendship for man. 

Some people call horses dogs. That is usually 
after a had day at tlie race track. To call 
sonic horses dogs i- a slander on tie 4 dogs. 

Some horses, particularly race horses, can run 
much faster than others. 

There is a great knack in Ixdiig able to tell a 
race horse. There are plow horses, horses that 

[j have been horn in the days when hacks 

were used for taxicabs, and then there are the 
kind that are known as (logs. 

A dog speaking of horses— is a horse that looks 
like a race horse, lias all the earmarks, tailmarks 
and everything of a race horse, hut isn’t one. 

One of this kind of dogs, wearing a blanket in 
ilis stall or ill tlie paild.x k. or even dressed up in 
leather and a jockey and out on a race track, 
looks quite like a race horse. 

Tin* resemblance is so strong that many aid * 4 
men. men who have studied race horses and their 
peculiar peculiarities for a long time, have been 
folded by it. 

There seems to he no infallible rule for lolling 
a dog from a horse. 

Before a race. Unit is. After the race is over it 
is all clear. , 

After ;i race, say an eight -horse rare, seven or 
the horses are dogs. They are called dogs, anyhow. 
They say they can hear them bark and should be 
fed I tones instead of hay. 

Some of the people who bet on one of tlx>so seven 
dogs are even apt to call the eighth horse, the one 
real raee horse, a dog. too. But that is just malev- 
olent opprobium. In their hearts and pockets they 
feel that lie is no dog. 

The old expression a I suit "dog-tired” and “dog- 
gone" don’t apply to the dogs of ihe race track. 
Perhaps "gone to the dogs” has some connection. 

A man who fools around these dogs long enough 
is sure to get bit. 

There were nothing but dogs run in Tuesday’s 
races. They were all dogs. I ls-t on seven separate 
and distinct dogs. 

When I came home I couldn’t buy dog meat. —

NEW ORLEANS. La.. ALinli 17.— The initial run- 
ning of the Louisiana Derby was won by a Derby 
horse in every sense that the term implies, judg- 
ing by tlie impressiveness of Damask’s victory, for 
lie was practically cantering during tlie last eighth 
of the mile and an eighth and covered tie 4 distance 
in 1:51'.-,, a reduction of one and one-fifth seconds 
from the previous track record. 

There were six starters, which made the race 
worth 81.975 net to the winner. Damask was at all 
times an overwhelming favorite, as lie should have 
been, for lie lias given every indication in his raring 
this winter that lie is a high class colt and. if 
his improvement is as steady as it should lx 4 
•luring Hu 4 next month, there is every reason for 
installing him the favorite for 1 I 10 Kentucky Derby, 
regardless of past performances hy On Watch. John 
P. Grier. Doiinacona and other three-year-olds. 

Ambrose saved Damask this afternoon for three- 
quarters. keeping him under sharp restraint, but 
when freed Damask sprinted away as if the others 
were at a standstill and the last eighth found him 
simply cantering, with Ambrose looking nroiind to 
view the futile effort of Bullet l’rixif. Tlie latter 
ran a good raee. but bis landing in second place 
was mainly due t < > the poor semloff that Bread Alan 
..ad. The latter closed an immense gap and showed 
tlie second Im 4 sI performance of the six that started. 
A Hi van's had post behavior was responsible for the 
poor 'tart and she also caused some concern by lor 
attempt at kicking those which runic dose to her. 
Bullet Proof was unable to avoid her flying hoofs, 
hilt escaped serious injury. 

New Orleans bade farewell today to racing for 
the present with a bumper attendance and racing 
worthy of tln a occasion.

There was much scratching from the first three 
races. Six were withdrawn from the first, leaving 
only five to go. Of these .Marasmus was at once 
made the favorite, with what gixxl judgment was 
shown when he won in a canter l»y six lengths 
with Madras Gingham second and Snbahdar third. 

Between Kedland and Converse favorite hackers 
were so divided in opinion that they ImiiIi went to 
■ he post at 9 to 5. In a spirited filial drive tliey 
camc home together and Kedland prevailed by a 
half length with Ettahe a resjx'ct able third. 

Tlie third race brought nboiit considerable heavy 
wagering, which resulted in Stepson going to the 
|mst as fir'l choice, but after Our Little Ann 
had set a sizzling pace to the stretch Tattle rushed 
to tlie front and at tlie end had a three lengths’ 
advantage of Talisman, the latter being a similar 
distance before t'ormoran. Stepson brought up 
fourth. 

Sun God was at once pitched upon to win tin 4 
fourth race and. after being harked into 7 to III 
favoritism, did it without one bit of trouble, wail- 
ing on Franklin to the last eighth, then passing 
him in a jiffy won by two lengths, with Franklin 
as far in from of Rar One. It was a fast run race 
and resulted iu a new track record for a mile and 
a sixteenth. 

The veteran Indian Chant was in prime fettle 
today and. although lie was giving weight to each 
of Ids eleven opponents, wa- made the favorite and 
vindicated this compliment hy leading nearly all 
the way and taking tlie race by an easy two length 
from Chick Barkley. Brynlimah closed a great gap 
and finished at Chick Barkley's neck. 

So far hackers of favorites and second choices 
had had matters all their own way. Imt the last 
race brought them disaster when the 30 to 1 old 
timer Brickley finished first with the 15 in 1 

Yorkist SI id and the S to 1 Pas de Chance third. 

Arch Plotter, the 9 to 5 favorite, finished next 
to last. 

The majority of the turf colony from abroad un- 
inciiinbered by tlie care of horses set out for tie 4 
north tonight. Imt some of the owners and trainers 
may he detained here for some time sorely against 
their will. Horse cars are hard to get and that 
accounts for their enforced stay. 

PRETTY MUCH THE SAME EVERYWHERE 

Although not an ^upholder of reversal of form 
inquiries, it does not surprise me that punters growl 
when some lxirse runs nowhere at a long price, and 
then, after a comparatively short interval, wins when 
heavily hacked.

Still, practical nr'i> who know- 
how much a race and then a few fast gallops will do 
for a horse are loath to condemn because of improve- 
ment in its public form. Alany of our principal 
handicaps would result differently if re-run a week- 
later. and in those, at any rate, it rarely happens 
that, horse and jockey are not doing their best. 
Reversal of form inquiries reflect on the ability 
of stewards, who are there to see what happen* 
during the running of a raee. and not to make dis- 
coveries concerning it two or three weeks later.

GOOD FISHING IN GERMANY 

The Find and Experience of a British 
Officer in Conquered Lands. 

Fine .sport from Grayling- to Trout 

Water Teeming: with Flab at 
All Timex. 



Iler<* is si story of lishing in si Gerinun trout 
stream by Sagittarius, t lie pen name of si n English 
oltioi'r serving with the Army of Occupation in run. 
•1'ierod territory. It is from the English Fishing 
Gazette. si weekly journal tlssit gets tiismy interest - 
ing eositributions of the kiml from its traveling 
readers : 

A first glimpse of the stream was sufficient to 
ssitisfy even the most critical of fishermen that 
here indeed wsss water thsit must hold trout. A 
close examination of the msip had led to the dis- 
covery of the stream depicted sis si tiny blue line 
winding through deep dales and thick forests siml 
finally out on to tin- level flutlnnds. Followed a 
ride riverward the next day sinned with a rod and 
a few homemade flies. Tackle was scarce, hut 
some oil worm hooks wore unearthed and with the 
help of the colonel’s ribbon sjlks and some fen t Iters 
flicked from one of those terrible •‘eiderdowns” 
which every right-minded • Jenna ii covers himself 
with during the night season, these wore trans- 
formed into flies of a kind hitherto tlticlironicled. 
And the stream one comes round si shsirp bend be- 
tween steep woods, and there it is at the roadside 
to greet you. What fisherman could go tart her'.' 
I fell victim, dismounted and rigged the risl. a 
little nine-footer. 

The stresim here was some ten yards across, and 
following on recent ruins was running deep and 
slightly discolored. 

At the third cast I tightened to si submerged tug 
and was fast in a good fish which kept me busy 
for some time, fighting deep and making good use 
of tin- heavy water. lie proved to be si grayling 
of thirteen ounces, sind had taken a fly resembling 
a Bracken flock, but of si size calculated to frighten 
most self-respecting fish into t lu* next parish, llis 
twin brother came sit my dropper a yard farther 
down, but old gut lived up to its reputation and we 
parted. Then came several troutlets. sill to be 
returned. Hut how welcome the sight of them, 
for now one could ride back to the mess with the 
welcome news of front seen and caught. Two 

tilings this first visit decided for me. First, 
that I must com** again and come often ; and sec- 
ondly. that in hilly country a horse is too slow a 
menus of progression — in future I lnti't push the 
humble and weighty army bike. 

Now an officer in tie* Army of Oecup.-i I ion can’t, 
if only for .appear.-l lice's ssike. go fishing every 
afternoon. Resides. I was soon to b am that the 
stream was heavily fished at Hurt time of day. 
Hence my decision to try the early mornings. Oh, 
happy inspiration Accordingly, about a week later. 
I gave orders to the noncommissioned officers of 
the guard ami was duly awakened at I o’clock one 
May morn just as the birds were starting their 
morning chorus and what a chorusl 

BEAUTY OF THE COUNTRY AND RIVER. 

Hlackic and willow wren, throstle and white- 
throat. blackcap and garden warbler, chaffie and 
skylark, each trying to outsing the other. I 
dressed sleepily and crawled si way on the bike. 
Hut tie* sun climbing over the hill tups soon drove 
the drowsiness from my eyes, and one began t'f 
drink in the s ( ,nl filling magnificence of the earth's 
awakening. Then* were three miles to tin* stream 

Hu wliitwsished villages and orchards heavy 

with blossom glistening in the morning dew -and 
I never regretted si yard of the distance, so beau- 
tiful was the view from tin* bill one climbed. Then 
si steep dash downhill through forest trees, where 
s piirrel ami jsiy si*eined surprised to see one astir 
so early, and chattered their disapproval. And then 
the sharp head in the read and the stream at one's 
feet. I hid tin* bicycle ill the undergrowth and was 
sim ii at work. 1 started at the same sjmiI as on my 
previous visit and was almost immediately into si 
pretty six-cunce trout, which came safely to net. 
This early success rather surprised me, sis it still 
wanted a few minutes to 5 o’clock summer time — 
and the -mi had not yet leached the stream, and I 
scarcely expected to find fish moving for smother 
hour. 1 went farther afield tisis time, and, oil! 
the delight of thsit stresim. with its boulders and 
shingles, its* shallows and deeps, it- hanks of prim- 
rose and anemone and its woods carpet***! with 
lilies of - tin* valley, campion and hyacinth: and 

above .hi the freshness «»f the morn and tilt* com- 
panionship of flu* birds. 

By 7 :30 I had seven in the haversack and deemed 
that sufficient for the mess breakfast, so hurried 
hack to give the rook time to prepare them. And 
desperately good they tasted. 

My days with the army of occupation were num- 
bered as I had elected to return to cixl life, hut 
I itiiiiiagcd to cram ten more of these early morning 
irips into my last fortnight. I always found fish 
on the move early. One morning ill particular. 
There was si hard frost in the va'lry. sind the banks 
were white with rime. A gentle breeze was stirring 
and a host of list wtliorn flies were fioating down- 
stream. Tlu* frost, hod evidently proved too much 
for them, and sit the first rustle ef the hushes they 
had fallen *.u to Hie water. The trout were rising 

lily ;il them, si ml I pul on a large floating 

Black Uii.it sis tin* nearest thing I lisiil by way <>r 
imitation. It nut with immediate success; and 
thereafter I caught prsu-t ically all mt fish with a 
large imitation of the hawthorn, fished sometimes 
dry and sometimes wet. 

TROUT PLENTY IN THE EARLY MORNING. 

There were splendid hatches of fly later in the 
dsiy.cspceisiliy Ursintiom l'otilt and Olive Duns, hut 
sit' this early hour the trout always scented t*> prefer 
my big chap tied with mixed pc.-icock and black 

ostrich licrl body, back lien hackle and startling 
wing to any other imitation I offered them. Tin* 
fish for tie- most part lay in the shallowest water, 

ami s* s near the hank sis possible. A great wave 

indicated that one's fly had been seen and was being 
followed. The difficulty, when fi'lting wet. xvas 
to know when the fix lisul been taken: seeing the 
wave the tendency xvas to strike too soon, anil many 
fish were missed or pricked before one learnt to use 
more restraint. 

I'lii* universal drought at this time seemed only 
to improve appetites, and as long ns one could 
keep out of sight the fish rose fearlessly to tho 
artificial, but ouro show yourself siml a succession 
of furrows moving upstream told their oxvn tale and 
put mi end to rises in that reach. 

After the first l’exv visits the bag was limited to 
a dozen, and there xx*;is never any difficulty III 
obtaining one’s limit. It seemed curious that tin* 
stresim should be so well stocked. Evidently the 
mitixu’s had quite neglected to use a source of food 
sii]ifRx which lay at their doors. It xvas i|iiite tin* 
heaviest slocked little stream 1 have ever fished, 
and although the trout at the end of April were not 
in good condition, by the iiiiddl** of May they were 
sis fat as butter. I caught nothing over 12 ounces 
in weight i lie grayling ran larger but xvitli few 
exceptions, just turned somersaults into tin* net. I 
only covered about a mil** of water during my visits, 
ami someboxv alxvays worked back to tin* stream 
tty the road xvli**n* I had my first success, and never 
failed to be rewarded there. 1'erlmps if I had gone 
farther afield I should have met xvitli bigger fish, 
hut I found tin* ra 11 of that roadside reach irre- 
sistible and a sporting three-quarter-pounder cau 
give one thrills not to be despised 

I have caught bigger fish since on homo waters, 
but for sheer delight I lisixe not yet found anything 
to <** | list 1 those early mornings on a German trout 
stream.

That Pocthlyn is entitled to bo favorite for the 
Grand National goes without saying, and. in view 
of the fact that lie won last year’s race at Aintrce 
under 177, pounds, starting at 11 to 4 against, a 
shorter price than any other favorite in the course 
of the last thirty years, iiis present price of 4 to 1 
does not seem to lie unreasonably cramped. Five 
other winners of the “National” during the period 
referred to were absolute favorites, and four more 
figured as joint favorites. Counting these in as 
favorites, this makes a total of ten favorites or 
equal favorites successful. The other absolute 
favorites that won were Drumeree. 13 to 2 against; 
Manifesto. 6 to 1 against (in 1.897); Cloister. 9 to 
2 against; Come Away, 4 to 1 against, and Ilex.
